After a meeting with Secretary of State 
Alexander Haig, Reagan said that “ideas 
have been presented which are being 
seriously considered on both sides.”

During a question-and-answer session - 
in the Rose Garden, Reagan declined to 
comment when asked to confirm reports 
that the U.S. was helping the British fleet 
in the South Atlantic.
